Tlie aewa apreml 
with great rapiJity, but moat people 
received it witli donbta nntil inv^jjli' 
gatiun established the tact beyond 
question. Then thu escttemant be- 
came more mil more inlenae and 
crowds of peoplo rnsheil to that qnar- 
ter of the city where the shooting took 
place, anxious to vieiv tliu body of the 
Ocad outlaw aud to learn the particu- 
lars, lu a siiiall frniiiu shanty in the 
southeast part of the city, on a hill 
not far from the WorM'a Hotel, Jchs" 
James haa liveil itiith bla Wiie ainoe 
auine time In November iBat. Robert 
andCbarlaa Furd, two e| hia gang, 
hare nikile their Iteadqnartera at hia 
Soaae, and Cliarlus, it ia said, hsa 
Iwed with him in that shanty ever 
sincit November. Robert ariived 
about ten days ago, and the three have 
been making preparations fur a raiiliiij,' 
expeililiou ou which thev were to siarl 
to-night. James and the two Fords 
lieing in the front room tojpether 
abunt 0 o'eloakthUaiorning, tlie for- 
mer took off-bia belt and laid hia pis- 
lola on the beit, preparing to wash 
hiinsjir, ivhcn lloberl F-irJ sprang tip 
behind and sent a bullet through his 
brain. The ball "Uierud Iho ! ack of 
his head at the bsse ol the right brain, 
cominif ont over the e)e Thu Ford 
hroilicrs once iiiadR known tvhnt tliey 
hid done, and gave themselves up. 
I'bey are now muler jjiuinl at tlie 
court- hnnso. The budy of Jesse

believed that they were witli .lames iu 
the Dlue Cut robbery and that they 
were iiilliiencod in killing him by the
